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Sotomayor’s pledge for free? 


Supreme Court nominee promises impartiai justice if confirmed 



Supreme Court nominee Sonia Sotomayor arrives Monday for her confirmation hearing in

WASHINGTON Her confirmation all but 
assured, Sonia Sotomayor pledged Monday 
to serve the “larger interest of impartial 
justice” rather than any narrow cause if she 
becomes the first Hispanic on the Supreme 
Court, 

“My personal and professional experienc- 
es help me listen and understand, with the 
law always commanding the result in every 
case,” Sotomayor told senators at a nation- 
ally televised confirmation hearing. 

The remarks about judicial philosophy 
were her first since President Obama nomi- 
nated the South Bronx-born and Ivy League- 
educated veteran of 17 years on the federal 
bench. They appeared aimed at Republicans 
who have questioned her commitment to 
impartiality in light of a 2001 remark that 
experience as a “wise Latina” might give her 
an advantage over white males. 

The 55-year-old appeals court judge 
spoke after several hours of speechmak- 
ing in which Democrats on the Senate 
Judiciary Committee praised her as a 
Hispanic pioneer well qualified for the 
high court and Republicans questioned 
her impartiality as well as Obama’s views 
in nominating her. 

Despite GOP misgivings. Sen, Lindsey 
Graham (R-S,C,) told Sotomayor, “Unless 
you have a complete meltdown, you’re going 
to get confirmed,” 

‘And I don’t think you will” have a melt- 
down, he added quickly as Sotomayor sat 
listening, her face in a half-smile, 

Sotomayor, who spoke for only about five 
minutes, returns on Tuesday to begin hours of 
questioning from committee members who 
will cast the first votes on her appointment. 
The role of racial politics in the day’s pro- 
ceedings became clear within minutes after

Sen, Patrick Leahy, the committee chair- 
man, rapped the opening gavel, 

“She’s been a judge for all Americans, 
She’ll be a justice for all Americans,” said the 
Vermont Democrat, 


Leahy likened Sotomayor to other judicial 
pioneers, citingThurgood Marshall, the first 
black justice, as well as Louis Brandeis, the 
first Jew, and Sandra Day O’Connor, the first 
woman, 

“Let no one demean this extraordinary 
woman,” Leahy said in a warning to com- 
mittee Republicans to tread lightly in the 
days ahead. 

Meanwhile, anti-abortion protesters 
briefly disrupted Sotomayor’s hearing on 
several occasions, Capitol Police identified 
the first protester as Robert James, from 
Virginia, and the second as Andrew Beacham 
of Indiana, Both were charged with unlawful 
conduct-disruption of Congress,

e-mail and edit videos and photos, among other 
changes. And for the first time, Microsoft is adding 
free companion versions that run in a browser, 
Microsoft Office is by far the most popular soft- 
ware package worldwide for making presentations, 
spreadsheets and other documents, and its domi- 
nance is in no immediate danger. But the company 
is trying to defend against a long-developing trend 
in which software is moving from the desktop to the 
Web, Google has been pushing its own free, Web- 
based programs for more than two years, though it 
has yet to gain much traction with corporations. 
With Office 2010, Microsoft must decide how 
much software it can give away online without 
undermining its lucrative desktop software busi- 
ness. If it doesn’t make the right calculation, the 
software maker could find itself in the same posi- 
tion as newspapers that gave online content away 
and now are struggling to replace print revenue. 
The browser-based programs are on a different 
development cycle, and Microsoft says the Web ver- 
sions’ “technical preview” will be ready in August, 
The Web version of Office 2010 will be free to 
consumers, in a version supported by advertising.

The sleepy vacation town of Grand Beach, Mich., was abuzz 
Monday as more than 50 local, state and federal authorities 
descended on the woodsy community to search for two prison 
escapees who remain on the run. 

A third escapee, a convicted murderer, had the misfortune 
early Monday of stumbling upon a Chicago police officer who 
was guarding Mayor Daley’s vacation home. 

The officer, Michael Smith, chased down the suspect on foot, 
handcuffing him at gunpoint. 

In a statement. Smith said he had just checked his Blackberry 
for a physical description and photos of the three escapees from 
an Indiana state prison about 10 miles away 

Shortly after. Smith, guarding Daley’s home in a car nearby said 
he looked in the rearview mirror and spotted two disheveled men. 

“I immediately had a feeling something was wrong,” said 
Smith, a 12-year Chicago police veteran who was watching over 
the Daley vacation home while the mayor, wife Maggie, a daugh- 
ter, her husband and three grandchildren slept. 


THE BACKGROUND 

Indiana State Prison officials discovered that the three convicts 
were missing after a routine inmate count taken about 10 a.m. 
Sunday. Charles Smith, Mark Booher and Lance Battreal were 
incarcerated in the same housing unit of the prison, located 
about 60 miles east-southeast of downtown Chicago. 


Police said the officer nabbed Charles Smith, 48, serving time 
for murder, while a second escapee, believed to be Mark Booher, 
46, another convicted murderer, fled. A third inmate, Lance 
Battreal, 45, a convicted rapist, also escaped from the prison in 
Michigan City sometime Sunday morning. 

The three appeared to have climbed through underground 
tunnels and pipe chases used to bring supplies and utilities into 
the maximum-security prison. 

Back in Chicago on Monday, Daley lauded Smith’s work, say- 
ing he “did a tremendous job.” 

Henry Underwood, who owns the weekend home where 
Charles Smith was caught, said he heard the officer shouting at 


the escapee. 

“He was yelling at the top of his lungs, ‘Come back you or I’ll kill 
you,’ ” said Underwood, 64, who lives in Hyde Park. “There was a 
four-letter word interspersed one or two {times] in there.’” 

Grand Beach Police Chief Dan Schroeder said Charles Smith 
and Booher likely wandered into Grand Beach. 

With Booher and Battreal still on the loose, dozens of police 
officers planned to patrol the area for at least the next 24 hours. 

This isn’t the first time Daley’s vacation home has attracted 
police attention. Last spring, his neighbor’s summer home was 
destroyed in what authorities said was an arson. 

Meanwhile, life continued undisturbed in the Harbor country 
community Neighbors tanned on the beach, walked their dogs 
and headed to Grand Beach Village Hall for ice cream. Four golf 
carts, the preferred mode of transportation there, sat vacant in 
front of the closed municipal building. 

A plainclothes Chicago police officer blocked access to Daley’s 
street Monday saying the street was private property

said Monday Sources also have said Tribune 
remains in negotiations with a rival bidding 
team led by NewTbrk investor Marc Utay 
Some of the banks that have agreed to 


lend the Ricketts family money to finance its 
$900 million offer have begun talking to other 
financial institutions about taking on some 
of the loans, sources said, an indication the 
Rickettses’ deal is progressing. 

Also picking up steam, sources said, is Tribune 
Co.’s deliberation about whether to place the 
team in bankruptcy, after leaving the team out 
of its December filing. A bankruptcy filing is 
expected to have no impact on the Cubs’ opera- 
tions, sources said. Spokesmen for the Tribune 


and the Ricketts family declined to comment. 

Before a Cubs Chapter ii bankruptcy would 
be employed. Tribune would have worked out 
the terms of a Cubs sale with one buyer, sources 
said. In legal lingo, this would be called a “pre- 
packaged” bankruptcy, in which the deal goes 
before a judge having already been blessed by 
Tribune Co. creditors. 

There are risks to such a move. It would add 
more complexity to the deal, and even the word 
“bankruptcy” carries a negative perception. 
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Quinn signs massive 
construction plan

CHAMPAIGN Goy Quinn on Monday approved the 
state's first construction spending plan in over a 
decade— a $31 billion infusion expected to create 
thousands of jobs and help rebuild the state's crum- 
bling infrastructure that will be paid for through new 
and higher taxes and a vast expansion of legalized gam- 
bling. 

The law won wide praise, including among bicy- 
cling enthusiasts, frustrated commuters and school 
officials. But it drew the ire of gambling opponents 
who say many people will lose large sums of money 
now that the state has made it legal to bet on the video 
poker machines found in many bars, restaurants and 
truck stops, 

“This is a crucial economic recovery initiative that 
will generate what's needed most in Illinois: jobs, jobs, 
jobs," Quinn said in a statement. 

Senate President John Cullerton said past failures to 
pass a capital spending bill symbolized political dys- 
function in Springfield, The new bill, he said, should 
prove to be a bipartisan job creator, 

“Legislators of every ideological stripe realized that 
it was time to get Illinois working again by creating 
jobs, stabilizing the economy and modernizing our 
state's crumbling infrastructure,” he said in a prepared 
statement. 

The bill includes $14,3 billion for work on roads and 
bridges, $7 billion for other transportation projects 
such as high-speed rail, $3,6 billion for primary educa- 
tion— most of it for building schools — and $ 1,5 billion 
for higher education, 

A spokeswoman for the governor said the construc- 
tion plan will support 439,000 jobs over the next six 
years. She said she wasn't immediately sure how many 
new jobs that is expected to include.

FBI: All bodies 
may not be ID’d 

Authorities are beginning the daunting task of 
trying to identify remains in each of the approxi- 
mately 100,000 graves at the cemetery where four 
former workers allegedly dug up bodies to resell 
burial plots. 

An FBI spokesman says about 20 agents joined 
Cook County investigators at Burr Oak Cemetery 
in Alsip on Monday 

The cemetery has been closed and declared a 
crime scene. 

Authorities allege the former workers dug up 
bodies and either dumped the remains in a vacant 
lot or stacked them in existing graves. 

On Monday, FBI officials said they held out litde 
hope of identifying the remains of all the bodies, 

“It may not be possible to identify the remains, 
. In a perfect world, yes we would like to identify 
every remain and bring closure to the families,” 
said FBI spokesman Ross Rice, “Here we don't 
know who's been unearthed and who was buried 
here based on the records,” 

The Cook County Sheriff's Office says it has 
received more than 7,000 written inquiries about 
loved ones. 

Meanwhile, county officials plan to increase 
inspections at some Cook County cemeteries. 
Cook County Board President Todd Stroger says 
inspections will be done four times a year at 28 
cemeteries in parts of the county not incorporated 
into any community Currently, they're done annu- 
ally 

But such inspections wouldn't have caught the 
unearthing of remains at Burr Oak Cemetery since 
it's within the village of Alsip, Stroger says no one 
appears to have had responsibility for monitoring 
graves there. 

He says one possible remedy is tougher regula- 
tion for cemeteries statewide, 

Stroger also announced Monday that counsel- 
ors are being made available at county hospitals for 
people who have relatives buried at the cemetery

City report delivers 
watered-down results 


It’s in tlie water, but not in tlie letter. 

Annual water quality reports mailed to Chicagoans 
this month didn’t say a word about sex hormones, 
painkillers or anti-cholesterol drugs, even though city 
officials found traces of pharmaceuticals and other 
unregulated substances in treated Lake Michigan 
water during the past year. 

Like other cities, Chicago must notify the public 
if its drinking water contains certain regulated con- 
taminants, including lead, pesticides and harmful 
bacteria. 

But pharmaceutical chemicals, which have been 
detected in drinking water across the country, are 
not on that list. So Mayor Daley is technically cor- 
rect in stating that the “pure, fresh drinking water” 
pumped to 7 million people in Chicago and the sub- 
urbs “meets or exceeds all regulatory standards.” 

Drinking water standards haven’t been updated for 
years, in part because little is known about how phar- 
maceutical concoctions might affect public health. 
But researchers and regulators are concerned about 
the potential effects of long-term exposure to these 
substances, which are designed to have an impact at 
low doses. 

“We’re just scratching the surface with what’s been 
detected to date,” said Dana Kolpin, a researcher at 
the U.S. Geological Survey ‘And we don’t have a clue 
about what these mixtures can do.” 

Chicago officials didn’t start conducting their 
own tests until last year, after a Tribune investiga- 
tion found small amounts of pharmaceuticals and 
other unregulated chemicals in samples of the city’s 
tap water. 

The city collected samples of treated Lake 
Michigan water four times in 2008. According to 
results posted on the city’s Web site, the tests found 
small amounts of the sex hormones testosterone and 
progesterone; gemfibrozil, a prescription choles- 
terol-fighting drug; ibuprofen, an over-the-counter 
painkiller, and DEBT, the active ingredient in bug 
spray The tests also found caffeine, nicotine and 
cotinine, a nicotine byproduct.

“We haven’t seen any patterns yet, so it’s tough to 
reach any conclusions,” said John Spatz, the city’s 
water commissioner. “But since it’s an emerging 
issue, we’re going to keep following it.” 

As promised, the test results are available online. 
Yet it requires considerable sleuthing to find them 
on the Department of Water Management’s home 
page, and the drugs found in the water are not easily 
discernible amid six pages of numbers. 

Water officials say not enough is known to justify 
spending millions of taxpayer dollars to upgrade treat- 
ment plants so they could strip the chemicals from

the water. The most effective method, reverse osmo- 
sis, is expensive and creates a large amount of waste.

After 6 ‘Harry Potter* films, its stars have 

emerged older, wiser— and successful

When the “Harry Potter” film series 
is completed, its three stars— Daniel 
Radcliffe, Emma Watson and Rupert 
Grint— will have inhabited J.K, Rowling’s 
universe for half their lives, 

Radcliffe, who is almost 20, was ii when he 
was cast as the boy wizard for the series’ 2001 
debut, Watson, now 19, was 10 when she audi- 
tioned for the whip-smart Hermione Granger, 
Grint, the eldest of the trio, is 20, 

“I’ve probably been Ron as long as I’ve been 
Rupert,” says Grint, who plays Ron Weasley, 
the ginger-haired, perpetually hungry friend of 
Harry and Hermione, 

The cast and crew have taken a break from 


filming Rowling’s last “Potter” book— to be 
spread out in two films— to publicize the 
series’ sixth installment, “Harry Potter and the 
Half-Blood Prince,” which arrives in theaters 
at midnight Tuesday, The movies have become 
progressively more complex, darker and realis- 
tic-even amid the fantasy world of Hogwarts 
School of Witchcraft and Wzardry 
As the films have matured, so has the cast. 
More so than any other installment, “The 
Half-Blood Prince” shows that Radcliffe, 
Watson and Grint have gone from children to 
young adults. With the end of the series and 
a sense of graduation looming, its young stars 
appear to have emerged from the most treach- 
erous of adventures— child actor stardom— as 





remarkably grounded people and increasingly 
talented actors. 

To watch the first “Potter” film is to be 
reminded how young the actors were when 
they began, 

“For me to look back on the old films is 
an almost entirely destructive thing to do,” 
Radcliffe says, “I just torture myself over it, 
I mean, I was young, I can't be held account- 
able for the performance I gave in the first two 
films: I was ii and 12,” 

Such awareness is common for Radcliffe, 
who goes by “Dan,” Shy as a child, he has grown 
into a quick-witted, animated 19 -year-old who 
relishes frantic chatter about indie music, the 
behind-the-scenes aspects of filmmaking and 
his burgeoning love of acting, 

“Something happened at the age of 14,” he 
says of the filming of 2004's “Harry Potter and 
the Prisoner of Azkaban,” “I started taking it 
more seriously, which meant I started having 
more fun,” 

Since then, his progress has been appar- 
ent with each new “Potter” film— “a biannual 
review,” Radcliffe calls it. He has begun mov- 
ing away from Harry Potter, including a well- 
reviewed performance in the play “Equus” both 
in London and on Broadway 

Radcliffe counts his last year as both his “big- 
gest leap” and an “overwhelming blitzkrieg of 
camera flashes,” 

Watson expects to continue acting, but says 
college felt like the obvious decision after she 
finishes the Potter franchise in a year, 

“The three of us have been working solidly 
since we were 10 years old,” she says, “I just 
need a little bit of normality for a while, just a 
little bit of space to work out what I want and 
who I am— all the usual stuff It's just some- 


thing I always wanted to do,” 

She plans to study literature and art, report- 
edly at Columbia University, but she also has 
shown interest in fashion. She signed to a mod- 
eling agency about two years ago, 

“Fashion's great because you're able to recre- 
ate yourself whenever you want,” Watson says, 
“Dan had time to go away and do Tquus' on 
Broadway and break out of ‘Harry Potter' a bit, 
and I was always studying. So my way of getting 
casting directors to look at me in a slightly dif- 
ferent way was modeling,” 

Producer David Heyman, who has been with 
the series from the start, said: “I see their indi- 
viduality really shine through as actors and as 
people. But at the same time, I see the same 
kids who are very much still filled with a sense 
of wonder and stiU have a sense of humility and 
don't believe the hype,” 

The bemused Grint— whom ‘Azkaban” 
director Alfonso Cuaron once said was the one 
most likely to become a star— remains clearly 
grounded. That playfulness is perhaps an essen- 
tial quality to Grint, who was never inclined to 
view acting as a job, 

“I don't think I ever really made the connec- 
tion of it being a career,” he says, “It was just 
something that was fun to do. In the early ones, 
I don't think I took the acting too seriously, I 
just read the lines and got on with it. Over the 
years, you start to take it more seriously with 
different directors coming in,” 

Grint says he feels more comfortable in front 
of the camera after an awkward adjustment: “This 
is something I was kind of thrown into,” he says. 
Teenage years are typically uncomfortable 
ones —years that few would want stored on cel- 
luloid, Grint compares the “Potter” films to “a 
really expenswe home video,”

“Half-Blood Prince,” the 
series’ best film next to 
“Goblet of Fire,” spends 
much time building 
thunder. The two-part 
finale, “Deathly Hallows,” 
will have to bring the 
lightning.
